Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connments: Attorney Michael S. McCoy began the telephone interview by stating 
that he would be amending to address the 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph issues noted in the Final Office Action 
mailed 26 June 2006. Next, Attorney McCoy explained that it was his position that the present invention was different 
from the XU ET AL reference in that the offset surface of the present invention was meant to absorb load and bear 
load in that the offset surface when rotated allowed the pile to be driven deeper into the ground, whereas the surface of 
the XU ET AL. reference was "notched" into the cylindrical sidewall and therefore was not an offset surface which 
extended beyond the sidewall because XU ET AL. was only intended to handle current Attorney McCoy proposed 
various amendments to independent claim 1 which he felt would distinguish over XU ET AL. such as language making 
it clear that the foundation pile of the present invention had an offset surface that extended beyond the sidewall and 
that there was a non-opposing surface to spiral ridge (109) substantially from top surface to lower surface. Examiner 
had stated that such amended language may not be enough to place in condition for allowance and would have to 
further review the XU ET AL. reference to determine whether or not the offset surface disclosed therein was opposed 
by another offset surface. 
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
